Honored Heroic Dead: It w’as an 
ideal day on Tuesday in Gettysburg 
for the observance of Memorial Day 
and it was never better celebrated 
in this place 
The exercises of tire morning con­ 
sisted in the decoration cf the graves 
in the Catholic and colored ceme­ 
teries.

Jr., was taken from the jail early 
Monday morning by two white men. 
His beaten and bullet-pierced body 
Aas found near a creek a few hours 
later. 
FBI C alled In 
Hatcher said an agent of the 
Georgia 
Bureau 
of 
Investigation 
entered the case today at his invi­ 
tation. Tile sheriff said he thinks 
there were more than two men in­ 
volved in Hill s death. “I don’t think 
wo men would try to handle some­ 
thing like this by themselves,’’ he 
explained. 
Hill was arrested by the sheriff at 
negro roadhouse near this small 
middle Georgia town about mid­ 
night. While he was making the a r­ 
rest, Hatcher said. Hill seized the 
sheriff's pistol and shot at him. 
Hatcher subdued Hill, took him to 
ail and returned to look for his 
pistol which was lost in the scuffle. 
The jail is on the second floor of 
the sheriff’s home He said lie left 
he house unlocked when he went 
for his pistol because he didn’t 
want to disturb his wife when he 
returned. 
Did Not Protest 
While he was gone, Hatcher con­ 
amed, two white men entered the 
jail and took Hill away. Tile sheriff's 
wife and two young daughters were 
sleeping downstairs. 
“When I returned home. I went 
straight to bed without looking in 
in Hill. The first thing I knew about 
his being killed was when I was 
ailed to identify a body (Hill's) 
this morning. ’ Hatcher added,____ 
Tom Carswell, a negro prisoner in 
the same cell with Hill, said the 
slain man made no protests when 
•he two white men came in and 
told him: “Come on, let’s go.’’ Cars­ 
well said the men were strangers 
lo him and he could not identify 
them if he .saw them again.

been serious infiltration of the 
church press, if not a corner of 
the House of Bishops. To talk of 
Communism as it exists today is 
not to talk of politics.
